XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No, 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of October, 
November, and December, and Year 1928. 


October.—The rainfall for the month preserved the general characteristics of that of September. 
Coastal showers were frequent, but the absence of good general agricultural downpours was the 
crucial feature. Nevertheless, there were many valuable individual exceptions. A disturbance of 
semi-tropical type on the 12th and 13th brought fair falls to many of the localities lying near the in- 
land fringe of wheat cultivation, as well as to parts of the Midland districts, while further afield the 
country extending from Coolgardie Eastward, along the Trans-Australian Railway and Southward 
to Esperance, fared very well. In this region the few substantial excesses above monthly average 
were noted, 


Again on the 20th-21st occurred the only general agricultural rainfall. Apart from a few rather 
restricted areas (of which the most important included Trayning, Merredin and Bruce Rock) the falls 
might be described as useful throughout, and here and there as distinctly good, eg., 95 points at 
Northampton, 67 at Mingenew, 55 at Moora, 40 at Bencubbin and 53 at Wickepin. 


Average values for the month were attained but rarely. Apart from those in the South-eastern 
uarter above-mentioned, there were a few instances in the Northern Midland and lower South-west 
Coastal districts, but otherwise defects in general of a substantial order were the rule. 


The Gascoyne, Northern Goldfields and North-West recorded a practically rainless month, and 
only a few isolated thundershowers visited the Kimberlies, 70 points at Hall’s Creek on the 12th 
being the only fall to reach useful proportions. 


November.—Following upon a dry Spring in the South-Western quarter of the State, the month’s 
rainfall was, to an even more pronounced degree, below the average, only one station (Jarrahdale) 
showing a slight excess. 


The only rainfall to penetrate inland even in a minor degree occurred during the opening days of 
the month. Even then the falls were of little value, and many of the outlying centres did not par- 
ticipate at all. 


During the second week somewhat promising monsoons commenced to form, but only in the 
East Kimberley were the resulting rains of any magnitude, and even there the totals were much below 
normal. Wyndham fared best with 172 points (34 below the average). The 2lst saw the develop- 
ment of thundery conditions over the Goldfields, but the resulting gaugings were insignificant. 


December.—The most notable feature of the month’s rainfall was undoubtedly a heavy down- 
pour which occurred in the Tropics during the closing week. Prior to this the Kimberley rains had 
been very disappointing, and although the gaugings at the end of the month did not suffice to 
return an average registration in the more Northerly portions (including Wyndham, Turkey Creek 
and Derby) the remainder of the region, as well as the greater part of the North-West, recorded heavy 
excesses, and the rain ranked on the whole as the best for the year in that portion of the State. 
Falls such as 8in. at Fitzroy Crossing and Broome, Tin. at Nullagine, 5in. at Roebourne and Marble 
Bar and 4in. at Port Hedland must prove beneficial for months to come. On the last days of the month 
this rainstorm extended to sub-tropical areas, although in a very patchy fashion 


Another valuable rainfall occurred on the 6th and 7th, but over a more restricted area. ‘The best 
falls affected parts of the Midland country, the lower Murchison and the more Northerly portions of 
the Coolgardie Goldfields, while between the 17th and 23rd a remarkable reversion to the Winter 
type of rainfall occurred. The gaugings were very light in the wheat country, but near the coast there 
were some useful falls. : 


On various other dates minor rains, mostly of monsoonal character, fell over limited areas, but the 
bulk of the month’s fall was due to the three rainstorms above-mentioned, which in some regions over- 
lapped, while in others little henefit was received from any. As a result the rainfall map presented 
an intricate patchwork. Roughly speaking, the Northern half of the Kimberley, a strip of country 
extending some distance inland from the Coast between Onslow and Northampton, the Central 
Murchison Goldfield area, the greater part of the Southern agricultural and South Coolgardie 
country, and parts of the South-West Coastal districts received under-average falls. Elsewhere, ex- 
cesses ruled, and in many localities the water supply position must have been relieved, at least tem- 
porarily, while in the Tropics an extremely valuable rain has fallen. 
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Year.—Tho 1928 yearly rain map disclosed, with minor exceptions, a general shortage when com- 
pared with the average. Only on the South-West Coast were excesses of more than minor im- 
portance noted, and even there they were not general. In the Kimberlies the heaviest decreases 
were noted. They ranged from 2 inches at Wyndham to 11-58 inches at Derby and 14-76 inches at 
Turkey Creek. Fitzroy Crossing, however, slightly exceeded the average. 


January opened with the monsoonal rains rather weak in the West Kimberly division, but 
over average in the Eastern portion. Much better falls occurred throughout tropical areas in early 
February, a downpour on the 12th and 13th being practically the one good general fall in the North- 
West proper for the whole year. With mid-February the rains slackened off, and a severe shortage 
was noted in the Kimberleys for the remainder of the Summer season. The Winter brought no 
useful tain to the North-West, and although monsoonal conditions recommenced early, it was not, 
until the closing days of December that the rain became at all heavy and general. 


Over the Gascoyne and Goldfields the year was also a poor one, apart from some local exceptions. 
The West Gascoyne received rains of consequence only in April, May and June, the rest of the year 
being extremely dry. The East Gascoyne and Northern Goldfields had a fair to average January, 
and in the former division February 13th brought a good rainfall, while there were useful falls throughout 
the interior late in March. April was very dry inland, while May 20th to 25th, was marked by the 
best falls of the year in the East Gascoyne and useful showers over the Coolgardie Goldfields. June 
and July saw the usual extensions of the agricultural rains, but the only extensive excesses were 
noted in the East Gascoyne in July. That division experienced dry weather, apart from one or two 
local storms, until the end of the year, but August was a fairly good month on the Southern Gold- 
fields. In December a good downpour occurred over a restricted belt of country, extending from 
Murgoo Southward through the Midland agricultural districts to parts of the Eastern wheat belt, 
thence Fastward in a narrowing strip to the Northern limits of the Coolgardie Goldfields. Results 
were patchy but on the whole good, although the bulk of the fall occurred over sparsely occupied 
country. Good rains, of which no details are to hand, were also reported from the Hamersley Ranges 
in the previous month. 


In the agricultural districts the year opened with water supplies in a very bad position. Occasional 
light to moderate rains occurred during the first three months. These were quite inadequate and 
the position did not appreciably improve until April, and then, although there were two good rain- 
falls late in the month which temporarily relieved the water supply position in many areas, the 
three weeks’ dry period that followed entailed a severe loss of lambs, and a serious shortage of water 
in some localities. From May 20th to the end of the month there was a series of rains which some 
what relieved the situation and gave the season an excellent start, and at the end of May seeding 
was ih ga completed, largely increased areas haying been sown, especially in the central north 
subdivision, 


June commenced with a continuation of the good rains that marked the latter portion of May, 
and by 14th June every part of the wheat belt had received a fair start. There was a severe set- 
back, however, as the following fortnight was rainless, and but for a valuable general rain on 
30th June the month would have closed under depressing circumstances. As it was, crops were very 
backward. Those on lighter or fallowed land looked best, and in some of the more Southern localities, 
where the rains had been heaviest, they were promising. 


Any anxiety caused by the weakness of the June rains was dispelled in July by a series of 
excellent downpours. Although still backward at the close of the month, the crops were healthy 
and were making excellent progress. The August falls were fairly well distributed, but they were 
heaviest in the Great Southern country and dwindled away somewhat in the Eastern and Northern 
wheat belt. 


During September, south and west of a line drawn roughly through Moora, Goomalling, Keller- 
berrin, Kondinin and Lake Grace, the rainfall was satisfactory and the crops, particularly on light 
and fallowed lands, promised a good yield. A very good rain on September 28th was the chief con- 
tributing factor. This rain penetrated, only in a much lighter degree, to the other wheat-growing 
districts, and by the end of the month rain was badly needed in most of the outlying country, 
especially where pioneering methods of farming were still in vogue. Unfortunately the October 
rains were weak, and by the end of the month it became obvious that only those crops on light and 
well fallowed land would give a good return, but no doubt the continued cool conditions in November,” 
combined with a frequency of heavy dews, somewhat off-set the disappointeng character of the spring 
rains, and explained the fact that the crops eventually turned out distinctly better than the earlier 
forecasts anticipated. 


After the final Winter rain on November 2nd, which was very light, the only falls which call for 
comment were a monsoonal rain.on December 6th and 7th (referred to in connection with the Gascoyne 
and Goldfields) which mainly affected the Midland and Eastern districts, and a series of coastal showers 
later in the month, which might be classed as an unseasonable recrudescence of the Winter rains. 
Finally, on the last day of the year useful falls occurred over a large part of the agricultural country, 
as a result of a Southward extension of a tropical rainstorm. 


Apart from the rainfall little of a sensational character distinguished the year. On February 10th 
a destructive wind-storm demolished many buildings in Kalgoorlie, Boulder, and Coolgardie. ‘The 
wind rose to hurricane force, and the storm was the most severe ever experienced in that district On 
February 15th a very deep depression was noticed off the North-West-Coast; It was accompanied 
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by heavy rain but no hurricane. A most unusual, though not unique, feature of February was the 
dense haze experienced off the South-West Coast during the final week, Smoke from extensive bush 
fires had blown out to sea, and had been brought in again by light on-shore winds. The resultant 
poor visibility persisted for some days, and greatly inconvenienced shipping. 


During July heavy rains fell over the South-West quarter of the State. This downpour which 
lasted from July 15th to 22nd was heaviest in the metropolitan area, the Avon Valley, and south-west 
to Narrogin, Wandering and Williams. The Avon, Murray, Collie and Preston rivers were greatly 
swollen, but owing to the dry conditions earlier in the year, no serious floodings were reported The 
Swan, however, flooded its jower flats, and the waters of the minor streams, together with the soakage 
of the heavy falls on the Darling Ranges, eventually swamped a large area of the Peel Estate. In 
August extreme heat set in over the Tropics and continued to the end of the year. Although the Winter 
was bad for shipping, especially across the Bight, where Westerly gales persisted, there was no storm 
of abnormal severity. :
